From the Hollywood Reporter: Joe Ranft, Pixar Animation 
Studios’ head of story for more than a decade and a 
cornerstone of the company’s creative team, died Tuesday, 
August 16, when the car he was riding in plunged into the 
ocean after running off the road in Mendocino County, Calif. 
He was 45. Ranft was a co-writer on 1995's Toy Story, for 
which he earned an Oscar nomination, and 1998's A Bug's 
Life. Before Pixar, he was a leading member of the story 
department at Walt Disney Feature Animation, where he was 
a writer on 1991's Beauty and the Beast and 1994's The Lion 
King. “Joe was an important and beloved member of the 
Pixar family, and his loss is of great sorrow to all of us and to 
the animation industry as a whole,” the Emeryville, Calif.- 
based company said Wednesday. In addition to his work as a 
writer, Ranft performed the voices for numerous characters 
in Pixar features.

Don’t Forget - Coming Soon: The Ursa Major Awards 
for 2005! 


More formally known as the Annual Anthropomorphic Literature 
and Arts Award, the Ursa Major Award is presented annually 
for excellence in the furry arts. It is intended as 
Anthropomorphic (a.k.a. Furry) Fandom’s equivalent of the 
Hugo Award ® (presented by the World Science Fiction 
Society), mystery fandom’s Anthony Award, horror fandom’s 
Bram Stoker Award, and so forth 


Anyone may nominate. Nominations for 2005 works will 
open during January 2006. However, recommendations are 
now being accepted for inclusion in the 2005 Recommended 
Anthropomorphics List (available for viewing at 
www,ursamajorawards.com), which is being constantly 
updated. Voting for the 2005 Ursa Major Award will take 
place during the first half of 2006. Please contact us if you 
wish to receive a ballot (see below). The Award will be 
presented at Anthrocon 2005 in Philadelphia in July. 


To be eligible, a work must have been released between 
January 1 and December 31 of the calendar year for that 
award (in this case, 2005), and must include a non-human 
being given human attributes (anthropomorphic), which can 
be mental and/or physical (for example the intelligent rabbits 
in Watership Down for the former, and Bugs Bunny for the 
latter.) Simply including an animal character is not sufficient to 
qualify. Nominations are not limited to items included on the 
Recommended Anthropomorphics List, which are simply some 
people's recommendations. Any works first published during 
the year under consideration are eligible
